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RULES MADE BY THE TREASURY. 


The Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury read again the rules made by 
them on 26th February 1892. and in pursuance nf the powers conferred by Section 34 of 
the Land Law (Ireland; Act, 1881. and Section 27 of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) 
Act, 1891, and of every other power enabling them in this behalf, hereby, without 
prejudice to any further exercise of the said powers, make the following rules : — 

Tables for purposes - - 1. (1) For the purpose o£ any calculations connected with the redemption of a 
of Sections 2 and 8 purchase annuity under the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, or any part 

of the Act of 1891. thereof, or with any re-adjustment of an annuity under the above Act, except 

calculations connected with the purchaser’s insurance money, the Tables appended 
hereto, aud numbered I., II., and III. shall apply. 

(2) For the purpose of any calculations connected with the purchaser’s insurance 
money, the Table appended hereto and numbered IV. shall apply, subject to 
Rule 2 (31 of the 26th February 1892, as amended by No. 4 of the present Rules. 


Audit of accounts. 2. The receipts and expenditure of the Land Purchase Account and of the 

accounts of the guarantee fund, the reserve fund and the sinking fund (including 
purchasers’ insurance money), shall be audited by the Comptroller aud Auditor 
General. 


Certificates to be 3. Certificates given in pursuance of rules made by the Treasury under the 

conclusive. 27th Section of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, above referred to, and 

drawn up and signed in such form as may from time to time be prescribed by the 
Treasury, shall be conclusive ; unless and until amended by the departments or 
officers authorised to give such certificates respectively.

4. The rules of the 26th February 1892 shall be amended as follows : — 

Rules 1 (5), 2 (3), and 10 shall be cancelled, and the following shall be substituted 
for them : 

For Rule 1 (5). For the purposes of account all instalments of annuities received 
after the said 12th day of August and 12th day of February shall he treated as 
arrears, and (except so far as they consist of purchasers’ insurance money, county 
percentage, or other moneys payable to the sinking fund under Section 4 (4) of 
the said Act of 1891) shall be credited to the Guarantee Fund in reduction of the 
debt from the Land Purchase Account to that fund. 

For Rule 2 (3). Interest upon purchasers’ insurance money shall be credited to 
the account of each purchase annuity by the Land Commission, and shall be taken 
into account in any set-off. The interest shall be allowed on each instalment 
from the gale day on which it becomes due, provided it is received before the first 
day of the following month ; and if not received before the first day of the following 
month, then from the gale day next following the date of receipt. The interest will 
he calculated at the rate of 2J per cent, per annum up to the 1st November 1899 ; 
and subsequently at such rates as may from time to time be fixed by the Treasury. 
Table I V. will be varied, as from the same date, if any rate of interest other than 
per cent, per annum be so fixed. 

For Rule 10. On the 17th day of August and the 17th day of February in every 
year, and at such other times (if any) as the Treasury may direct, there shall be paid 
from the Guarantee Fund — 

(a) to the reserve fqnd, until that fund amounts to 200,000/., the amount of 

the Exchequer contribution, and . < 

(b) to the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account, the cash then standing to the 
Guarantee Fund, except what is required for meeting the above payment to the 
reserve -fund and any charge on the fund then accrued, r r • i..n > 

and the Treasury, on making such payment*. shall certify, to the Lord Lieutenant the 
amounts paid in respect of the Exchequer contribution and the Irish probate duty 
grant respectively. 

On 
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On or before the 16th February in each year the Land Commission shall certify to 
the Treasury (1) the amounts (if any) to be deducted from the shares of the several 
counties in the Guarantee Fund, in respect of advances to meet deficiencies on the Land 
Purchase Account, or to be distributed to any of them in respect of repayments by 
the Land purchase Account to the Guarantee Fund, out of current instalments of 
annuities, in excess of advauces made during the year ; and (2) the amounts (if any ) to 
be paid over to any of the counties in respect of arrear instalments of annuities, 
received into the Land Purchase Account in the year ended the 12th day of the same 
month, and transferred to the Guarantee Fund. 

On making the February payment from the Guarantee Fund above referred to, the 
Treasury shall send a copy of such certificate to the Lord Lieutenant.
